I showed to Gen. Diaz a telegrari 
saying that newspaper in th 
United States/continue to publish re- 
ports that -he is near death. He 
laughed heartily at the absurdity cf} 
such a thing and said: 

“Look at me. Isn’t my appearance 
the best answer to that. But if you 
Want assurance from my lips, then I! 
gay that I am in  perfect.health ‘in 
every way. I never felt better in my 
life, I sleep well, eat well, and have 
no disorder of any kind. 

“I am up every morning between 5 
and 6 0” ‘clock and every morning take 
a cold’ bath, then for about three 
hours fread the gapers and amusé 


myself as I please, taking breakfast

in meantime and eating it with a 
hearty appetite. « . 

“By 8:30 I am in my office at the 
National Palace at work. I work un- 
til about 1 o’clock, when I go to hinch- 
eon. Then I walk an hour tusually to 
Chapultepec Park. At 3 I am back at 
work and work wntil about. 6. Then 
I go home, have dinner and spend my 
evenings either working or talking +2 
friends. I 69 | to bed about ll, some- 
times later, and sleep like a boy until 
time to get up.” . 

The appearance of the President fully 
corroborated all, he said about his good 
health. His ayes are clear and bright, 
and there is color in his cheeks, His 
figure is erect as that of a West 
Pointer and his movements active and 
full of vigor. No one would take him 
to be more than 60 years of age. 

He shows no sign of. worry or anxi- 
ety over the revotution or disorders, Ha 
is ‘still the same Diaz he was twenty 
or more years ago, masterful, strong 
physically. and mentally and a natura! 
leader. He could today take the. field 
and direct a military campaign.

Industrial St. Louis is a flourishing city. The 
census returns show extraordinary growth and 
prosperity for the five years ending in 1909. Cen- 
sus Director Durand in his speech to the Business 
Men’s League Tuesday, giving the figures ‘of in- 
crease in manufactures for thé city and State, 
congratulated both on the unusual proof of prog- 
regs in factory production. . ; . 

Within the five years between 1904 and 1909 
the value of factory products made in St. Louis 
inereased $60,369,000, or 23 per cent. The total 
products of St. Louis factories having a capital 
of $600 and over amounted to $327,676,000. There 
were 185 more factories in St. Louis in 1909 than

\ in 1904. The raw materials used in manufactures 


increased 86 percent. The payroll increase was 
$11,988,000. 

The increase in the value of manufactured 
products for the State was 80 per cent. The 
State’s total for 1909 was $572,085,000. These 
returns show that the St. Louis made goods are 
about 58 per cent of the total factory products of 


the State of Missouri. The importance of St.’ 


Louis as a factor in the industries and commerce 
of Missouri is strikingly shown by these figures. 
They ought to be an object lesson to ‘the people 
of the State on the«necessity of guarding and 
promoting the city’s interests. Any action of the 
State which imposes burdensome and hampering 
conditions on St. Louis or retards its growth and 
‘prosperity greatly injures the whole State. 

~. The census returns prove the value of the 
‘work done and now being done by the Business 
Men’s League to increase the number and output 
of factories here. Energetic, direct work of this 
kind is effective. But they should be a stimulus 


in other directions. Conditions of business and 


transportation are still more important and ef- 
fective. The rajlroads should realize the great 
possibilities in St. Louis for the growth of thtir 
own profitable business through the development 
of St. Louis trade and industry. 

If St. Louis were put on a just basis by the 
elimination of all discriminating arbitraries and 
the full utilization of railroad facilities and-aii- 
vantages, the growth of industrial and commer- 
cial St, Louis in the next five years would aston-
